Testing Fabrics 


Formerly it was easy to detect of |

combinations and imitations that it |

“a thread from both the wrap and 
the filling and test each by burn- 


ing. 

Wool burns slowly, with a strong 
animal smell, and leaves a cinder- 
like ash. Silk burns slowly, with a 
smell like hair. but leaves a single 
bead which can be crushed softly 
Cotton and

The best test for linen is to press | 


a wet finger underneath the fabric. 
Linen absorbs the moisture quickly 
and a light spot appears, while cot- 
ton absorbs it more slowly.
